1.  Operations:  Significant  Activities: 

a.  Mission:  To  provide  a  portion  of  the  Defense  Communications  System  by 
operating  and  maintaining  intra-theater  long  lines  oonminicatlons,  to  include 
relay  stations  connecting  designated  nodal  points  and  associated  facilities 
as  directed  within  the  III  and  IV  Corps  Tactical  Zones. 

b.  Concept  of  Operation:  Fixed  communications  stations  organised  as  de¬ 
tachments  are  dispersed  throughout  the  III  and  IV  Corps  Taetiool  Zones  under 
the  supervision  of  three  company  headquarters  strategically  located  to  pro¬ 
vide  command  control  and  support  with  battalion  headquarters  exercising  com¬ 
mand  and  staff  supervision  and  providing  administrative  end  logistical  support. 
All  stations  aro  operational  with  OJT  training  conducted  continuously.  Tech¬ 
nical  training  is  augmented  by  formal  courses  oonduoted  at  battalion  headquarters 

o.  The  Battalion  rooelved  its  Annual  General  Inspection  during  the  first 
part  of  November  1969,  follovod  by  a  Command  Maintenance  Management  Inspection, 
During  November  and  December  the  fU14  rifles  were  replaced  by  the  M-16,  and 
necessary  familiarization  firing  was  conducted  prior  to  issue. 

d.  On  1  December  1969,  the  Battalion  assumed  full  operational  and  main¬ 
tenance  responsibility  from  the  contractor  for  a  60-day  trial  period.  The 
contractor.  Page  Communications  Engineers,  remained  at  the  nodal  sites  to 
critiquo  the  military  and  provide  emergency  assistance. 

e.  On-the-job  training  of  ARVN  personnol  continued  at  selected  detach¬ 
ments  with  a  steady  increase  in  both  numbers  of  personnel  and  types  of  M0S*s 
trained.  On  1  December  1969,  21  ARVN  personnel  were  assigned  to  Dong  Tam 
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SUBJECT:  Operational  Report  -  Lessons  Learned,  369th  Signal  Battalion, 
for  Period  Ending  31  January  1970,  RCS  CSFOR-65  (R2) 

Detachment  where  they  are  being  trained  to  assume  full  responsibility  for  the 
operational  control  of  the  detachment. 

f.  On  11  December  1969,  the  Battalion  was  tasked  to  assume  maintenance 
responsibility  and  supply  accountability  for  three  AN/TSC-82  microwave  term¬ 
inals.  These  units  will  be  maintained  by  this  unit  for  contingency  use. 

g.  During  the  months  of  December  1969  and  January  1970,  all  units  of  the 
Battalion  engaged  In  preparations  for  TET.  Physical  security  surveys  were 
conducted,  defense  positions  rehabilitated,  security  measures  Improved,  and 
personnel  retrained  In  contingency  measures  and  weapons  familiarisation. 

h.  On  23  December  1969,  permission  was  requested  to  relocate  the  B  Com¬ 
pany  headquarters  and  barracks  to  more  adequate  facilities  on  Long  Blnh  Post. 
This  action  was  approved  and  relocation  Is  anticipated  on  or  about  1  March  70. 

1.  On  2  November  1969,  the  Battalion  received  its  first  chaplain,  MAJ 
Anthony  Dyba.  Chaplain  Dyba  also  has  the  responsibility  for  religious  sup¬ 
port  for  the  Vung  Tau  area. 

j.  The  Battalion  voice  orderwlre  switchboard  was  relocated  with  the 
SYSCON  to  effect  an  economy  of  personnel  and  Increase  efficiency.  Efforts  con¬ 
tinue  to  Improve  this  network  as  both  a  teletype  and  voice  facility.  Tele¬ 
type  facilities  now  exist  from  Battalion  headquarters  to  B  Company  and  Group 
headquarters.  The  voice  portion  of  speech-plus  circuitry  is  operational  to 
Group  headquarters  and  all  companies.  Installation  of  teletype  equipment  at 

A  and  C  Companies  will  complete  this  vital  link  In  command  control. 

k.  Close  cooperation  with  the  Republic  of  Vietnam  Armed  Forces  Signal 
School  continues  with  Class  3  of  the  32D  Tech  Controller  Course  convening  on 
8  December  1969.  This  class  graduated  19  students  on  30  January  1970,  bring¬ 
ing  the  total  graduated  since  the  start  of  the  program  to  96.  Class  5  was 
the  second  class  In  which  ARVN  Instructors  assumed  the  bulk  of  the  Instruct¬ 
ional  workload.  With  further  augmentation  of  the  Instructor  staff,  Class  6 
will  be  taught  entirely  by  ARVN's  except  for  practical  exercises  on  operation¬ 
al  equipment.  On  17  November  1969,  another  ARVN  training  program  commenced 
with  a  26V  and  32E  course  of  37  students.  These  courses  have  been  combined 

to  facilitate  instruction  on  basic  and  intermediate  electronic  theory.  On 
or  about  13  February  1970,  the  composite  class  will  divide  Into  a  26V  and 
a  32E  course.  Later  portions  of  the  classes  will  undergo  OJT  at  selected 
operational  sites  for  approximately  18  wooks. 

l.  On  16  December  1969,  a  pipeline  and  pumping  station  was  installed  to 
supply  potable  water  for  VC  Hill,  the  location  of  Vung  Tau  Detachment  and 
Battalion  Headquarters.  Potable  water  had  previously  been  trucked  to  VC  Hill 
from  Vung  Tau  Airbase. 
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SUBJECT*  Operational  .ft  pa*.  -  Lossons  Loarnod,  369th  Signal  Battalion, 
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m.  During  Novenbor  1969,  two  barracks  wore  acquired  adjacent  to  the 
Dong  Tam  Detachment  to  provide  housing  for  ARVN  OJT  students  and  US  personnel. 

The  barracks  underwent  extensive  rehabilitation,  tho  perimeter  fence  was  ex¬ 
tended,  latrine  and  shower  facilities  were  built,  water  was  piped  in,  and  a 
hot  water  heater  was  installed.  Trailers  formerly  used  as  barracks  wore 
moved  to  C  Conpcny  to  provide  much  needed  billeting. 

n.  During  the  report  period  the  overall  strength  of  the  battalion  in. 
oroased,  Tho  battalion's  authorised  versus  assigned  strength  is  at  present 
819/859  as  compared  to  819/802  at  the  end  of  the  it  report  period. 

o.  A  two-wook  supply  procedures  sohool  was  conducted  at  Battalion  Head¬ 
quarters  during  December  1969.  Sixteen  EM  and  officers  from  all  companies 
attended  the  school. 

p.  During  the  latter  part  of  January  1970,  the  Battalion  was  tasked  to 
fom  an  antenna  maintenance  team  utilising  MOS  36D  personnel.  This  team  will 
assume  antenna  maintenance  responsibility  for  the  entire  Battalion,  a  task 
formerly  conducted  by  contractor  personnel.

(a)  OBSERVATION:  Cortaln  support  MOS’s  are  Currently  in  short  supply, 
while  others  aro  above  authorized  strengths.  Shortages  exist  of  certain 
grades  of  "hard  skill"  MDS's. 

(b)  EVALUATION:  Personnel  fill  is  dependent  upon  TDA  and  TOE  authoriza¬ 
tions  for  specific  grades/MOSC. 

(c)  RECOMMENDATION  *  Tho  MJOE  and  MTDA  are  under  revision  to  tailor  them 
more  specifically  to  the  operational  needs  of  tho  Battalion.

c.  Operations  * 

(D  Tho  60-Dav  Trial  0  &  M  Period* 

(a)  OBSERVATION*  At  tho  conclusion  of  tho  trial  period  it  was  determined 
that  military  technicians  wore  knowledgeable  in  theory  but  deficient  in  practi¬ 
cal  application  and  lacked  tho  necessary  hands-on  exporicnce  to  perform  rapid, 
accurate  troubleshooting  in  emergency  situations.  Also,  military  technicians 
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lacked  the  knowledge  to  adequately  utilise  all  available  test  equipment.  They 
had  a  tendoncy  to  use  only  a  few  select  itens  of  test  equipment  which  were  not 
difficult  to  operate, 

(b)  EVALUATION*  In  the  past,  contractor  technicians  often  performed  the 
troubleshooting  thorsolves  ra-her  than  allowing  the  military  technicians  to 
gain  hands-on  oxperionce. 

(c)  RECOtflENDATIONi  During  Fobruary  contractor  technicians  at  nodal  sites 
will  direct  thGir  efforts  toward  training  their  military  counterparts  and 
establish  thuir  position  primarily  as  "hands  off"  technical  advisors  and  in¬ 
structors  rather  than  as  "hands  on"  repairman. 

(2)  Outages  on  Emergency  Action  Console  Circuits: 

(a)  OBSERVATION:  Troubleshooting  of  touch-tone  EAC  circuits  was  extremely 
difficult  and  resulted  in  extended  outages  during  December  1969. 

(b)  EVALUATION:  Troubleshooting  was  honpored  by  the  lack  of  a  touch-tone 
instrument  comparable  to  the  Instrument  utilised  by  the  subscriber. 

(c)  RECOMMENDATION*  Action  was  taken  to  hand  receipt  a  touch-tone  in¬ 
strument  to  perform  circuit  termination  tests  in  tech  control. 

(3)  Outages  on  Special  Grade  Quality  Data  Circuits: 

(a)  OBSERVATION:  Numerous  outages  were  experienced  on  these  circuits  at 
the  Can  Tho  TCG  which  defied  normal  localization  procedures. 

(b)  EVALUATION?  Cause  of  the  outages  was  finally  determined  to  be  foreign 
AC  voltages  on  tho  cable  pairs  between  tho  TCG  and  the  DCO.  This  effected  E&M 
signalling. 

(o)  RECGMHiWDATI ON :  Pulse  link  repeaters  were  installod  to  isolate 
spurious  AC  vCtagos  from  the  circuit, 

(4)  Quality  Control  Checks: 

(a)  OBSERVATION :  DCA  standards  require  that  QC  chocks  be  performed  every 
72  h">urs  on  all  circuits. 

(b)  EVALUATION:  Difficulty  is  encountered  in  accomplishing  tho  required 
checks  because  of  conflicting  QC  schedules  at  different  DCS  stations  and  the 
large  circuit  load  at  some  stations. 

(c)  REC(M  EQUATION:  A  QC  schedule  has  been  established  for  this  Battalion. 
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This  schedule  should  be  utilised  by  Regional  Coixainications  Group  as  a  basis 
for  a  Group-wide  QC  program.

(a)  OBSERVATION!  Personnel  assigned  directly  from  signal  MOS  courses 
lack  sufficient  "hands-on"  training  on  test  equipment . 

(b)  EVALUATION:  Personnel  cannot  be  utilised  effectively  until  they  have  i 
acquired  substantial  knowledge  6f  the  test  equipment  peculiar  to  the  oomin- 
loations  equipment  in  use.  On-site  OJT  has  not  been  successful. 

(o)  RECOMMENDATION!  That  sufficient  tost  equipment  be  made  available 
for  use  in  a  battalion-level  test  equipment  training  program. 

(2)  hm,  9JT  fortran* 

(a)  OBSERVATION:  Background  and  training  varies  considerably  among  as¬ 
signed  ARVN  OJT  porsonnol. 

(b)  EVALUATION:  Aft  or  extensive  classroom  training  ARVN  students  are 
assigned  to  selected  operational  sites  for  OJT  instruction.  It  is  required 
that  the  ARVN  students  toko  an  active  part  in  the  daily  operation  of  tech 
control.  Hovovor,  it  has  been  noted  on  several  occasions  that  the  students1 
language  defioionoles  and  lack  of  aggro? si vonoos  relogato  him  to  simple 
routine  maintenance  checks  rather  than  detailed  troubleshooting  normally 
found  in  every  tech  control. 

(c)  REC(M ENDATION:  That  ARVN  OJT  tech  controllers  be  assigned  specific 
daily  duties  and  that  the  student  be  permitted  to  carry  every  troubleshooting 
task  through  to  completion  under  the  supervision  of  qualified  US  personnel.

(a)  OBSERVATION:  Racks  were  not  issued  with  the  M-16  rifles  and  the  racks  i 
on  hand  f  >r  the  M-14's  would  not  adequately  socure  the  M-16's, 

(b)  EVALUATION:  H-l6  rifle  racks  could  not  be  obtained  through  supply 
channels  and  local  LSU  facilities  were  baokloggod  with  work  orders  for  mod¬ 
ification  of  oxisting  racks. 
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(o)  RECOMMENDATION*  A  fiold  oxpodioncy  modification  of  the  M-14  racks 
was  accomplished  by  installation  of  a  board  cut  to  siso  under  tho  butts  of 
tho  M-16's  to  raise  tho  weapons  approximately  four  JLnchos  in  the  racks. 

This  onabled  the  use  of  tho  looking  bar  to  secure  tho  weapons.

(b)  EVALUATION*  An  engineering  survey  concludod  that  tho  rigid  steel 
battery  racks  nro  transmitting  vibrations  from  tho  blast  concussion  to  the 
plastic  battory  cases  causing  them  to  crack. 

(c)  EECdlMENDATI  ON  *  Battery  racks  at  Bien  Hoa  Detachment  should  be 
counted  on  springs  to  absorb  vibration. 

g.  ggioflifiatioafit 

(1)  Battalion  CCN  Network* 

(a)  OBSEId'AU  ON:  Difficulty  has  been  encountered  in  mints! nine  c  speech¬ 
es  comand  end  control  network  betweon  Group  Headquarters,  Battalion  Head¬ 
quarters,  and  the  corpnnios.  This  is  due  prinarily  to  a  lack  of  epprovod  circuit 
iy  over  tho  ICS  systen. 

(b)  EVALUATION*  Tho  CCN  is  vital  to  efficient  operation  of  tho  unit  and 
results  in  vast  savings  due  to  the  reduction  of  olerical  personnel  normally 
required  to  prepare  correspondence ,  Use  of  direct  teletype  facilities  produces 
rapid  response  to  command  require  cents,  and  voice  ordorwires  arc  essential  to 
command  control. 

RECOMMENDATION*  That  circuitry  be  allocated  for  a  speech-plus  CCN  at  Group, 
Battalion,  and  Company  level.

This  message  requires  that  ICS  station  perform  In- 
service  Quality  Control  (QC)  checks  of  all  circuits  once  per  week 
Instead  of  once  per  72  hours  as  required  by  ti*e  DCAC.  The  larger  ICS 
station  cannot  perform  the  QC  chocks  once  por  72  hours.  In  that  the 
checks  alone  would  require  over  72  hours  to  perform.  As  of  17  Feb  70, 
per  LCOR  Thomas,  DCA-S/W  OPSEVAL,  an  off  leal  waiver  of  the  72  hours 
requirement  had  not  been  recolved.  Chlof  DCA  Is  aware  of  the  message 
and  Its  contents. 
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I  (2)  Para  2f(l),  Page  5:  Modification  of  HI 4  Racks  for  HI 6  Rifles  •• 

"Expedient"  as  described  In  the  recommendation  should  not  bo  installed 
as  a  permanent  modification  of  the  arms  racks.
